THE TRIUMPH OF FREE TRADE — THE SUGAR 
DUTIES AND THE SUGAR TRADE OF 1846-47. 
In another part of this paper, we publish the Official Tables of the 
Trade of the year, brought down to the 5th of August. These 
accounts enable us now to form a clear estimate of the effects of 
the sugar act of last year, both commercially and financially ; and 
we think that it will be admitted on all hands, that a greater 
triumph of the principles of free trade has never been exhibited 
in any fiscal change whatever. Let us very shortly glance at the 
changes which have, during the last few years, been made in these 
duties. Prior to November, 1844, the duties on sugar were—

These duties were only in operation afew months ; for, on the 15th 
of February, 1845, Sir Robert Peel introduced a new scale, which

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with a provision for a gradual reduction in the duties on foreign 
sugar, until they are equalised with those chargeable on the pro- 


. duce of the colonies, on the 5th of July, 1851. 


The only two changes of importance worthy of notice are 
those of March, 1845, and of August, 1846. Prior to March, 
1845, the consumption of sugar in this country was almost exe 
clusively confined to that of colonial growth, the high duty 
chargeable on foreign sugar being practically prohibitory. In 
the year ending the 5th of January, 1844, the quantities of sugar 
taken for consumption were :—

The change effected by the alteration in March, 1845, while 
it gave up revenue amounting to upwards of 2,000,000/ on colonial 
sugar, did not offer any material facilities for such an increase of 
consumptionas was likely to replace the revenue thus lost. The 
exclusion of all foreign sugars, except such as were produced 
in countries where free labour is employed, necessarily limited the 
supplies to this market to the surplus of Java and Manilla; 
aud even with respect to these the duty of 23s 4d proved too 
high to admit of any material quantity. Fortunately, in 1846, 
the supplies from our own colonies were much larger than they 
had been in any former year; and by that means the whole 
apparent loss was not suffered by the revenue, and the public 
had a larger supply of sugar. But during that year only 77,343 
cwts (or 3,867 tons) of foreign sugar were taken into consump- 
tion. The consumption of 1845 was—

Up to this period we see no striking effects produced by the 
great change which had taken place in the duties on sugar; for 
it is certain that had no alteration whatever been made, the 
whole of the colonial sugar would have been consumed, and the 
country would have been deprived only of the 3,867 tons of 
foreign sugar. The same feature is observable in the deliveries 
of sugar from the 5th of January till the 5th of August, 1846, 
prior to the passing of the present act; during those seven 
months the quantities taken for consumption were—

So that for that portion of the year, neither the revenue nor 
the consumer were benefited by the admission of foreign sugar 
beyond the trifling quantity of 21,331 cwts, or 1,066 tons. It 
will be remembered that when the discussion on the Sugar Bill 
of 1844 took place, a proposition proceeded from the Protec 
tionist party, made by Mr Miles, to reduce the colonial duties 
from 24s to 20s, leaving the duty on foreign sugar the same as 
proposed by the Government of theday. With the exception of 
the Freeetrade section of the house, the whole of the Liberal 
party joined the Protectionists against the Government, in order 
to carry out that amendment. The Free-trade party objected 
to the proposal—that a reduction of the colonial duty, without 
a corresponding reduction in the foreign duty, would only have 
the effect of raising the price of the former description of sugar 
in bond at the expense of the revenue, and that no advantage 
would be gained by the consumer, except in proportion as the 
higher rate charged on the latter description was reduced. The 
facts which we have now adduced as being the result of the 
alteration in 1845, when the colonial duty was reduced from 
24s to 4s per cwt, without any such change as admitted a free 
introduction of foreign sugar, ion how correct were the views 
taken at that time by the Free-trade party. 

As soon, however, as the alteration effected by 
August, 1846, came into operation, which, be it gbseftel 
in the slightest degree disturb the duties chargéghie on 
sugar, but which merely reduced the differential auty 
sugar, and removed the existing prohibition agai 
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tion of sugar produced by slave labour, an immediate and very 

| remarkable change took place. The entire consumption of sugar 
increased in the first five months after this change, compared with 
the preceding year, by no less than 503,375 cwts ; there hav- 
ing been admitted during that period no less than 581,189 cwts, 
which would have been excluded under the law as it stood prior 
to the 18th of Aug., 1846. The circumstances of the sugar trade 
during the year ending the 5th of last month, deserve the most 
careful and minute examination, carrying with them, as they do, 
the most remarkable evidence of the truth of those doctrines for 
which c mmercial reformers have contended. 

First, let us examine the immediate effects of that Act, by 
contrasting the quantities of different kinds of sugar which paid 
duty during the first seven months under the old law, and during 
the last five months under the new law :—

Thus showing that an immeciate increase in the consumption 
took place, equal to nearly 5,000 tons monthly ; for the whole of 
which we were indebted to the supply of sugar prohibited under the 
old law, showing that, whatever reduction might have been made 
in the duty on colonial sugar without admitting foreign sugar 
more freely, no benefit would have accrued to the consumer, while 
there would have been a certain loss to the revenue. Here 
again is a striking example of the truth of the doctrine, iu another 
way, contended for by the free-traders in 1844. 

But the remarkable effects of the Act of 1846 will be best 
seen by examining the result of the entire year during which it 
has been in operation. The Act came into operation on the 18th 
of August, 1846, so that the official tables which we publish this 
day embrace a whole year of the new duties, except thir/een days. 
Let us, therefore, compare the result of these duties for the year, 
with that immediately preceding, when the duties on colonial 
sugar were the same, the only change being on those chargeable 
on foreign sugar.

Thus showing the remarkable increase of no less than 62,861 tons 
in the first entire year, during which the new duties have been in 
operation, increasing the consumption to nearly 300,000 tons ; and 
that, in spite of difficulties arising from a high price of food, a 
suspension of employment in the manufacturing districts, especially 
in Lancashire, and a deranged state of the money market, almost 
without parallel. We believe, moreover, that the increased con- 
sumption has been even greater than appears from the quantities 
which have paid duty, inasmuch as it will be admitted on all hands 
that stocks Meld by dealers and retailers, owing to the diffi- 
culties in the money market, and the daily-increasing facilities 
which railways offer to replenish them, are now smaller than they 
were habitually kept, during the first year, in the above come 
parison. 

Let us first examine what the result of this c'.ange on the 
revenue of the country has been. We have already shown that 
in the last year, under the old duties, ending January, 1844, the 
consumption of sugar was— .

The reduction made in the beginning of 1845 would have re 
duced this duty, had the consumption remained the same, to about 
3,000,000/. The revenue actually derived from sugar from the 
5th of August, 1845, to the 5th of August, 1846, the last full year, 
under the scale of 1845, was as follows :— :

So that during the whole of the tine which elapsed from the 5th 
of January, 1844, to the 5th August, 1846, and under the reduc- 
tions of duty which during that period took place, the revenue 
only recovered a portion of the apparent loss, by increased con- 
sumption, to the extent of 333,414. A reduction of 10s per 
cwt on the consumption of the year ending January Sth, 1844, 
would have given a revenue of 3,000,000/, in place of 5,087,830.

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The year ending the 5th of August, 1846, only improved that 
amount, by increased consumption, by 334,414.

Thus the operations of a single year of the alteration effected in 
August, 1846, has restored the revenue to the amount derived from 
sugar, prior to the great reductions of duty in 1844 and 1845, ex- 
cept only 380,060/ ; while the immediately preceding year, as long 
as the distinction between sugar the growth of different coune 
tries was adhered to, there was still a deficiency of no less than 
1,754,416/. There is not in the whole history of fiscal legisla- 
tion so remarkable a triumph of sound principles over a system 
of protective and differential duties. 

Large, however, as the consumption of sugar has been during 
the whole of the year ending the 5th ult., the later months of | 
the period show a still larger proportionate increase ; the con- 
sumption of the first seven months of the present year having 
been at the rate of 25,312 tons per month. The followingis the 
comparison of the first seven months of 1846 and 1847 :—

The quantity consumed in the first seven months of the pre- 
sent year; thus showing an excess over 1846 of 58,758 tons; 
and as the entire consumption of last year was 262,000 tons, it | 
fullows that, even though there should be no further increase 
in the present year’s consumption, as compared with 1846, the 
entire deliveries of the year will exceed 300,000 tons. Consi- 
dering, however, the present low price of sugar, and judging by 
the trade of the last seven months, it is probable that the en- 
tire consumption of 1847 will reach nearly, if not quite, 310,000 
tous, in which case the entire revenue upon sugar received 
under the old system of high duties will be as nearly as possi- 
ble entirely recovered. There is no other example of such suc- 
cess in a fiscal reform. 


Nor are the consequences Jess important if we look at the effect 
which the last alteration of the sugar duties has produced upon 
our general commercial interests. Under the old rates of duty, 
the consumption in the year ending Jan. 5, 1844, was 201,896 
tons; the consumption in the first year, under the present act, has 
bee. at least 300,000 tons, or 50 per cent more. Taking sugar at 
the average price of 45/a ton during the last year, we have, by 
this change in the law, secured an additional business in the nu- 
merous departments through which the article passes, equal to 
4,500,900/ yearly. First, there is employment for 100,060 tons 
more shipping, to furnish the additional supply; next, the busi- 
ness of merchants, brokerz, wholesale and retail grocers, in each 
department is increased to the extent of 4,500,000/ yearly; the 
internal carrying trade of the country is benefited to the extent of 
100,000 tons additional traffic; the consumer by a supply of all 
that additional quantity; and, lastly, the manufacturing interest 
of the country is materially promoted by an additional demand for 
goods in those countries from whence this additional quantity © 
sugar is derived. In all these various ways it would be difficult 
to estimate the full extent of the national benefit which has ac- 
crued from the changes in the sugar duties during the last three 
years, and especially by the passing of the present act. 

Independent of the advantages arising from the additional quan- 
tity of sugar consumed, there is a still further and most important 
advantage derived from this market having been thus opened up 
as a general depot fur the sugar of the world. Since we have 
abolished the discriminating duties which excluded the sugars of 
the largest producing countries of the world from this market, 
not only has our consumption increased to the extent which we 
have already shown, but this market has become a general depot for 
the continent of Europe. In the first seven months of 1844, UPder

the old law, the quantity of sugar imported amounied only to 
111,622 tons; in the same period of the present year the

ouble. Even compared with last year, the quantity im- 
ported has increased in larger proportion than the consump- 
tion. But then on examining the imports into the other 
ports of Europe during the present year, we find there a 
corresponding Cecline, showing that this market, under the great 
facilities afforded by the present sugar act, is becoming the great 
depot from which other European markets will be in a great mea- 
sure supplied. Ifa merchant in Cuba or Bengal covsigns h's 
sugar to this market now, he has the choice of this or any other 
neighbouring market, that may prove more advantageous ; where- 
as formerly, his produce being excluded from consumption here, 
he sent it direct to those smaller markets which received where it 
was admitted By this change the commercial transactions of this 
country must be greatly increased, and the interests of all parties 
materially benefited. Such have been the effects of free-trade in

THE SUGAR DUTIES AS THEY WERE IN 1843—FOUR 
YEARS AGO. 


Norsine will show more strikingly the change which has taken 
place in the public mind, and the rapid progress of commercial 
reform, during the last four years, than a short statement of the 
condition of the sugar duties at the begiuning of that time. For 
this purpose we cannot do better than reprint the following ex- 
tract from the preliminary number of this journal, the first number 
of which appeared exactly four years ago. In reading this extract, 
it must be borne in mind, that up to that time the sugar duties had 
remained without any change for many years, as it was not until 
the succeeding year that Sir R. Peel proposed the first modifica- 
tions :— 

We are not aware of one reason which could induce, under the same cir- 
cumstances in every respect, an extended consumption of coffee, that would 
not in all and every way apply to sugar; but we can enumerate many most 
important ways in which the consumption of sugar xhould be increased, not 
applicable to coffee. It is much used for the food of infants; and if cheap, for 
this purpose alone medical men consider it would be an incalculable blessing to 
the poor; it is used largely in cooking, in preserving, in confectionery, &c. ; 
and another reason for a great increase of sugar during the period alluded to, 
would be, that independent of the enormous increase of the consumption of 
coffee, the consumption of tea has also increased from 23,784,838lbs in 1824 to 
$2,252,628lbs in 1840. For our present purpose of comparison, two lines will 
dispose of the slavery argument: if it applies at all, it does as much to coffee 
as sugar; and indeed more, for if our purpose be to coerce the Brazilians into 
our views, then to them coffee is an infinitely more important article of growth 
than sugar: and gold, silver, and copper apply as much as sugar can to the 
argument, both in Braziland Cuba. With all these advantages, let us examine 
how this PET OF PROTECTION has proceeded during this period. In 1824 the

The result is, therefore, a diminished supply of 277,302 ewts, and with the 
rates of duty very little changed, a loss of revenue of 192,910/; and it is well 
worthy of remark that this account would have been a much more deplora- 
ble one, but for a little free-trade principle applied in it, viz.: that simple 
act of justice to our East India possessions so long opposed by the West India 
interest—equalising the duties of East and West India sugar.

We must again pause and reflect. The supply of sugar was 377,302 ew 
less in 1840 than 1824. The population had mies een 1824 and aan 
upwards of five millions, but not one ounce of sugar more for their consumption, 
The amount of British shipping in 1824 was 2,559,587 tons, and in 1840, 
3,311,538 tons; an increase of 751,951 tons, but not one hog<head and not one 
bag of sugar more to bring home; or if more bags, fewer hogsheads. Docks 
_ increased, warehouses enlarged, but no more sugar to land or stow away. 
— merchants in Broad street have so multiplied, that the drawing-rooms, 
“ining-rooms, bed-rooms, and attics of our ancient merchants have been turned 
eeninting homme for the increased modern numbers, and even that not 
peter aoe are pressed into Austin friars and Tokenhouse yard; but 
ee g — all, not one cwt of sugar more to sell. The brokers in Mincing 
» : r filling “the lane” from the cellar to the attic, have betaken 
emselves to the neighbouring streets, but not one additional contract for sugar 
a whole year for the swelling numbers. Money has accumulated in Lombard 
t, but no more bills drawn against sugar to discount, or warrants to advanc 
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upon than in 1824. Wholesale and retail grocers throughout the country have 
multiplied in full proportion to the population, but the same amount of sugar 
trade is only to be divided among them that existed twenty years ago, and every 
one connected with the article cries out, there is no profit by sugar ; the fact being, 
that while the quantity has continued fixed, the competition to carry it, to sell it, 
and deal in it, has greatly increased, and this is exactly the way in which the 
littleness of the trade makes what trade there is without profit. But the ship- 
owners, the merchants, the brokers, and the wholesale dealers, are so disin- 
terested in the midst of all their crushing and elbowing for the sugar business, 
that they send men to parliament whose chief and great service is to maintain 
this fixity of quantity, and prevent a larger business for them. 

But this is only half the mischief: no more sugar coming home requires no 
no more goods and manufactures to be sent out; there is no more work for the 
artisans, with all their increased numbers; no more ability communicated for 
the consumption of farm produce, or other articles ; no more trade for the ex- 
port merchant; no more freight for the shipowner, to pay for our sugar than 
twenty years ago. 


Four years from the time we wrote the above, our anticipa- 
tions have been all realized, however little chance there then 
appeared of such a change. 








THE LAND TAX AND COTTON CULTIVATION IN 
INDIA. 

Tue accounts received from the United States, by the Hibernia, 
are calculated to give increased interest to the report which we 
published last week, made to the Bombay Government, with regard 
to the diminished supply of cotton recently received from that 
market. It is true that some of the accounts are rather contra- 
dictory as to the prospects of the growing cotton crop in the 
United States ; but the majority, and those on which we have 
reason to place the greatest reliance, afford no grounds for expect- 
ing a much better result, if any, than has been obtained in the last 
year. On the other hand, the rapid increase of manufacturing 
establishments, not only in New England, but also in the Western 
States, renders it certain that a still larger portion of the whole 
crop will, in future, be retained for consumption at home. Events 
concur, in a remarkable way, to give the greatest importance at this 
time to a searching investigation as to the real ability of our In- 
dian empire to supply this country with cotton. No labour can 
be too great, in order to solve this question. 

From our remarks last week, upom the report of the Bombay 
Committee, it will be seen that the great impediments which, in 
their estimation, interfere to prevent a more extensive supply of 
cotton, are—first, the land assessment, where it has not been re- 
vised and materially reduced ; and second, the wretched condition 
of the roads, which renders internal communication throughout 
our Indian territory, not only extremely slow, but also very expen- 
sive. So much importance attaches to these two great elements, 
in the cost of every article produced in India, and, consequently, 
to the prosperity of the country, that we propose shortly to con- 
sider them separately. 

First—with respect to the land tax or assessment, collected by 
the Government, from which the East India revenue is chiefly 
derived—it has been attempted to represent it in the character of 
a rent for the occupation of the land; the Government being con- 
sidered the owners of the soil, and there being no other party to 
exact anything under this head. But, whether it be called rené or 
tax, matters little, so long as the two great leading objections—of 
an excessive or varying charge—apply. ‘There is probably a much 
greater analogy between land tax, tithe, or any other state burden 
imposed upon land, and rent, in their effects upon the progress of 
cultivation and the interests of the country, than is at first sight 
very obvious. The great and just grounds of complant against 
the land tax and tithe in this country, before they were commuted, 
were, that they acted as a check upon all improvements, inasmuch 
as a considerable portion of every increase of produce, which re- 
sulted from an outlay of greater capital, industry, or skill, merel 
went to increase the amount of the public burthen upon the lead 
The commutation of both these imposts to a fixed charge, were 
adopted chiefly in order to remove the impediment to improve- 
ments. If a tax upon land, to the State or the Church, were to 
— precisely in —— to the produce obtained, it is easy to 
understand the reluctance with which increased capital would be 
applied to its cultivation. The advantage obtained by convertin 
such a fluctuating impost to a fixed charge—whereby the iceman 
produce, arising trom a more liberal application of capital, or from 
greater toil, went exclusively, at least for a certain period of 
years, to the profit of the cultivator, in inducing to improve- 
ments—is too obvious to require to be enforced by argu- 
ments. But for a purely similar reason, a rent, that is sub- 
ject to be raised from year to year, acts as a check against 
the advance of capital on improvements; and even in a 
stronger degree, inasmuch as, in such a case, the cultivator is not 
only exposed to the risk of having a portion of his improvements 
taken in the form of an increased rent, but he is moreover liable 
to be deprived of his land altogether. Whatever reason, there- 
fore, can be urged for the conversion of land tax, or tithes, into 
fixed charges for a certain number of years, apply with equal 
force—as far as greater inducements are thereby held out for im- 
provements in cultivation—to the security afforded by a fixed rent 
for a certain period under lease, compared with the uncertaint 
which prevails under the system of tenantcy-at-will In this 


respect, therefore, whether the land assessment in India be con- 
sidered in the light of rent or tax, is a matter of indifference, as to 
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the effect upon the cultivation where it is still a fluctuating charge ; 
and where, in addition to the want of certainty in the extent of 
the impost, it is so excessive, that it can only be paid in favourable 
seasons, leaving “balances” whenever a partial failure occurs, the 
effect upon the cultivator is so disheartening that the efforts ne- 
cessary to effect improvements in such cases become still more 
impossible. 

In India the land assessment originally partook of both these 
serious objections; and, in some districts, they still prevail. The 
amount was uncertain and fluctuating from year to year, and at 
all times it was excessive. Of late years great improvements 
have taken place : in most of the districts the assessment has been 
converted into a fixed annual charge, and in some it has been so 
far revised as to constitute only a fair and moderate rent for the 
land in relation to the value of. the products. The effects, how- 
ever, of an excessive or a moderate assessment in the different 
distzicts, is most strikingly shown in the progress of cultivation in 
such districts. The report, which we last week published, alludes 
to two districts, in both of which the assessment has been con- 
verted to a fixed charge, but in the one case it has been left at an 
excessive rate, which it is impossible to pay in all years, while in 
the other it is reduced to a moderate rate. The results of these 
two cases, as we collect from the reports furnished to the com- 
mittee in Bombay by the collectors of the districts, are most 
instructive, and worthy of close observation. The two districts 
are, Broach and Shalopore ; in reference to which the report says— 


55th. In the Broach collectorate, the most important of the Guzerat cotton 
districts, the very able report of Mr Davies states that the old system of forming 
annual estimates of the standing crop, and levying a certain proportion as the 
Government assessment, has within these few years been replaced by a fixed 
money assessment, varying according to the capabilities of the land. The in- 
tention of Government was that this assesement should be so fixed as to be pay- 
able without difficulty in all ordinary seasons. But it appears (vide paras. 17, 
21, and 23, and col. 9, of the statement appended to Mr Davies’ report) that the 
late decline in prices has already rendered it impossible to levy the full assess- 
ment without trenching either on the wages of the labour, or the profits of the 
capital employed in cultivation. 

Mr Davies gives (vide col. 9) of the statement annexed to his report 48 rupees 
10 annas 4 pice as the average assessment of the quantity of land required to 
yield a candy of cotton. This quantity of cotton, as we have above stated, has 
been bought within this last three months in Bombay for 67 rupees, and the 
average price has been about 75 rupees. The assessment, therefore, would ap- 
pear to be, at present prices, far above that amount which could be considered 
as an ordinary rent. 


And in reference to Shalopore, speaking of the revision of the 
assessment in Nuggur as being everything that could be desired, 
the report continues,— 


65th. The same may be said of the assessment of the Shalopore collectorate, 
where a considerable quantity of cotton is produced. We would beg to refer to 
the statements of the collector (Appendix R), from which it would appear that 
the assessment is now as light as 10 per cent of the gross produce of cotton, and 
not more than 124 per cent when the commoner grains are grown. It is true 
that this assessment is fixed on the understanding that it is to be paid in all or- 
dinary seasons, and that the seasons are in that province rather uncertain. 
Still, it must be allowed that it is a very reasonable rent—more reasonable pro- 
bably than would content any private landlord; and as we are informed that 
the arrangements, by which it has substituted for a far heavier assessment, have 
been attended with benefit, rather than loss, to the Government revenue, and 
have given, in various indirect methods, a great impulse to the general pros- 
perity of the country, we trust that in due time the benefits of a similar revision 
will be extended to all other cotton producing districts. 


Here, then, we have two cases, in both of which a fixed charge 
has been adopted, but in the one case at an excessive rate, and in 
the other at a very moderate rate. In the collectorate of Broach, 
we learn from the tables furnished by Mr Davies, and given in 
the Appendix, that the assessment in this district varies from 
6 rupees to 1 rupee 1 anna 1 pice, the average amounting to 2 
rupees 6 annas and 11 pice per beega, or about 4s 54d sterling, 
while the produce of cotton thereon for the last three years has 
only been of the value of 6s 6}d—the land assessment, therefore, 
being equal to nearly seventy per cent of the value of the produce, 
or nearly 14d per Ib on all the cotton produced in this most im- 
= district. In the collectorate of Shalopore, on the other 

nd, where a much more liberal revision has taken place, the 
assessment varies only from one rupee to one anna—the average 
being eight annas—per acre; at which rate, in place of the 
assessment upon a candy of cotton (784lbs) being equal to 
48 rupees 10 annas and 4 pice, or nearly 14d per Ib, as in Broach, it 
amounts only to 1] rupees 3 annas per candy (784lbs), or very 
little above 4d per Ib, in this collectorate; and it is extremely 
worthy of remark, that the report, which we have quoted above, 
distinctly states, that the “arrangement by which this extremely 
“* moderate assessment has been substituted for a far heavier one, has 
“* been attended with benefit rather than loss to the revenue,” inde- 
— of the numerous indirect advantages which the district 

derived therefrom; and thus affording another striking ex- 


ample of the great improvements derived from liberal fiscal 
arrangements. 


We have therefore before us two cases—one of a high and 
extravagant assessment, and the other of an extremely moderate 
assessment; and we are fortunate in having it in our power to 
exhibit, from the tables furnished by the collectors of each district, 
the effect of these two systems upon the cultivation of the land in 

eral, and that of cotton in particular. The following table 
ws the quantity of land in each of these districts cultivated 


with cotton and with other products, in each year, from 1834-35 
to 1845-46 :—

While, therefore, under the high assessment in the Broach 
district, the total land under cultivation increased only from 
590,693 to 610,938 beegas in twelve years, in the Shalopore dis- 
trict, under the low assessment, the entire land under cultivation 
increased, during the same period, from 409,029 to 1,713,997 
acres, or upwards of 400 per cent. This remarkable increase 
sufficiently explains the fact, that the revenue actually increased, 
rather than diminished, in consequence of the reduced assessment. 
But there is another remarkable fact which we learn, as having 
arisen from the same cause. In the district of Broach the num- 
ber of Government villages in the collectorate (389) remained 
stationary during the whole period, while in Shalopore they 
increased from 537 to 901. When we reflect upon the increased 
employment and means of subsistence which so rapid an exten- 
sion of the cultivation of a district must have afforded, and upon 
the increased trade, in numerous ways, which must have arisen 
from the disposal of the produce on the one hand, and the suppl 
of the new wants of the people on the other hand, we can we 
understand how the reduced assessment in this district should, in 
the wcerds of the report, besides an increased revenue, “ have 
“given, in various indirect methods, a great impulse to the 
* general prosperity of the country,” and that the committee 
should express a hope “ that in due time the benefits of a similar 
“ revision will be extended to all other cotton-producing districts.” 

This investigation furnishes the East India Company and the Go- 


vernment withan unquestionable indication of one of the best means } 


of improving not only the condition of India, but its revenue. But, 
without better means of internal communication, by which the 
produce can be conveyed to the shipping ports, and the necessary 
wants of the people in the interior of India supplied, even the 
great reforms indicated by these facts will do little to extend the 
external commerce of India, in which this country is so deeply in- 
terested. On this subject, the report referred to, and the appendix 
attached to it, furnish many most striking and interesting facts, 
with which we will deal in another article. 





HOPE FOR IRELAND. 


Tue last report of the Relief Commissioners, dated August 17, 
states,— 

The greatest number of electoral divisions under the operation of the act 
since our last report has been 1,826; the largest amount of gratuitous relief 
(which attained its maximum at that period) supported 2,920,792 persons per 
day; and the number to whom sold 99,920. 

The returns to the lstof August show a gradual reduction to 2,467,989 gra- 
tuitous, and 52,387 sold; the cost of each ration, including establishment and 
expenses, averages 2d. 

Although a reduction of one-sixth, on 3,000,000 persons gra- 
tuitously fed, leaves an enormous number still to be provided for, 
it must be remembered that the “period of the year that brings 
“ with it the greatest amount of distress is notoriously that which 
“immediately precedes the gathering of the first crops, during 
“ July and the early part of August ;” and we may reasonably 
hope, therefore, that prior to the end of September, when the 
country will be thrown on its own resources, that it will be able, 
though poorly and scantily, to provide for its own poor. A 
correspondent informs us,— 

The out-door relief has nearly ceased, nevertheless every one has plenty of 
food; the harvest-work is in; provisions are cheap; and the poor have means 
to meet all their immediate wants. To-day I changed an American order for 
a poor man for 10 dollars: he said, ‘“‘I did not expect this, sir, as I wrote to 
my brother not to send more to me, as I had full employment, and could now 
do without trespassing on his bounty.” I admired his conduct, though I men- 
tion it to prove that the condition of the poor is very much improved. He 
added, “‘ My sister wants clothes—I will give her the entire, as I can do without 
it; and, thank God, I owe nothing.” These were his exact words. Ob, that 
our rulers could but know the Irish poor ! 

The Commissioners say, also, that from the beginning of August 
to the end of September, the demand for labour is at its highest, 
and the crops promise to be very abundant, which is in accord- 
ance with our correspondent’s statement, that the people are em- 
ployed, aad with the present reports in the Irish newspapers. We 

earn, too, with satisfaction, from a very competent authority, though 
the circumstance seems contradicted by the reports, of some unions 
having refused to levy the necessary rates, that the poor-law 10 
spires confidence, and that it will surely compel the upper classes, 
for their own interest, to improve the condition of the lower 
classes. We are also particularly glad to learn, that a new spirit 
of self-exertion is manifesting italy in Ireland, and that the Irish, 
generally, are at length becoming ashamed of being dependent and 
degraded. These statements, on which we can rely, are the most 
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cheering we have yet had from Ireland. Nothing is wanted to in- 
sure the permanent prosperity of its People, but that they should 
make proper use of its advantages. There, “all, save the spirit of 
man, is divine.” The raw materials of endless wealth and prospe- 
rity are to be found in her rivers, her mines, her fisheries, even in 
her turf bogs: they woo industr and skill, but industry and skill 
are not there to profit by them. With awakening hope and bright- 
ening prospects, after so dark and dismal, and so long a night, it 
is now the especial business of all to aid and cherish the willing 
exertions of the respective classes to escape from their ae 
condition, and prevent themselves ever again falling so low. We 
have great confidence in the present Lord Lieutenant, who, like his 
predecessor, is animated by the best intentions, and is thoroughly 
well informed of the means by which Government (far less power- 
ful than is generally imagined) can promote the welfare of the 
people. Lord Clarendon knows that they must feed, and clothe, 
and provide for themselves by their own labour—must make riches 
for themselves; and that the best of governments can only ee 
them from spoliation, and secure them the rewards o their 
exertions. 

Although the potato crop is very short, not more than one-fourth 
of the usual quantity having been planted, according to some 
authorities, and according to others, not a half—one well in- 
formed gentleman even assuring us that in his neighbourhood not 
a tenth of the usual quantity has been planted,—still it is plain 
that under present circumstances, when a great check has been 
given to the construction of railroads, and when manufactures are 
not particularly prosperous in England, when credit is partially 
suspended, that Ireland must trust mainly, or almost exclusively, 
to agriculture for the employment of the people. Most of the 
employment they at present have is derived from that; and as food 
for them is the main consideration, to that they must chiefly devote 
themselves. The great practical problem for them and for the Go- 
vernment to solve immediately is, how they can best be employed on 
the land in raising food; in raising it for the next year, and every 
succeeding year. The landowners, being obliged to maintain the 
people, will rather set them to profitable work than feed them in 
workhouses; or, at least, will allow them to feed themselves: 
and it will be the duty of the Government to remove all the ob- 
stacles to this end. The Government must allow and encourage 
the landowner and the people to make the best possible use of 
every foot of land in Ireland. Superficial thinkers are continually 
exclaiming against abstract general principles; but measures not 
based on them is a mere groping after good in the dark, which 
soon catches many contradictory laws, and ends in such a chaos 
of legislation as our present statute book. 
class and special enactments, separating the people into little hos- 
































to their interests. Wherever the land is tied up by entails or re- 
the owner is at perfect liberty to make the best of it. So far as 
the mere letter of the law is concerned, there is, we believe, very 
little difference between England and Ireland ; in fact, the law. is 
rather more favourable to the landowner in the former; but 
the power and wealth of the tenantry, and the customs of the 
country, have made the actual operation of the law in the two 
countries different, and, practically, the Government interferes not 
with the owners of land in England. We think that this should 
be the principle followed in Ireland, and while the Government 
spreads information amongst the cee. it should resolutely ab- 
stain from interfering with the landowners. While it protects 
the people trom their extortions, it should set them free, and 
throw them on their own resources, and their own discretion. 

In Ireland there is a strong reason for the Government not 
interfering with this important matter further than removing all 
obstacles to a fair bargain between landowner and tenant, pro- 
tecting the one against any injustice of the other, and most cer- 
tainly not straining, nor making the law, to enable the landowner 
to commit injustice. That reason is, that the Government is 
not trusted by the people. We regret this: we are far from say- 
ing that it is the fault of any recent Administration, still less is it 
the fault of the present; for never did men, in their situation, 
more anxiously exert themselves for a people than the present 
Ministers for the Irish. We say that without reserve, though we 
odjected on many points to their policy: but it is impossible for 
them to escape the consequences of ages of misrule, and their 
present dilemma comes from the misconduct of their remote pre- 
decessors. The correspondent whose letter we have already 
| quoted, says,— 
| It appears very curious to persons living in Ireland, how little is known by 
| | our Government of our wants, dispositions, or necessities. The bulk of our 

| population are estranged from their governors, and their governors from them; 
there is no community of feeling between them; whereas, between our poor people 
and the United States of America there is the strongest attachment. 
this anumaly to be accounted for? I believe it is unique in the history of the 
world. The amounts remitted to the poor here, by their friends on the other 
side of the Atlantic, are truly surprising: the poor people often bring me their 
cash orders to get changed, and to show me, with a light heart, the good ac- 
counts they receive ; while at home tiiey have no hope but continual labour, and 
Constant fear of a recurrence of the past dreadful season. 

_As long as that feeling of estrangement prevails, all that the 
Government recommends will be Toahed on with suspicion. 
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Throughout its late humane exertions, it was continually censured 
by a large portion of the Irish press, and vehemently vituperated 
by many of the Catholic priests. On this account we think it 
should in the main content itself with enforcing justice between 
may and man, and, as far as possible, with giving security to 
property. In fact, the curse of Ireland has been too much go- 
vernment. To maintain an intruding Chuch and an adverse pos- 
session of the soil against the bulk of the people, was for ages the 
great object of all the power which legislation could bring to bear. 
‘The consequences of such long misrule still cling to the Govern- 
ment ; and it has not, and can not have, however administered, the 
affections and confidence of the bulk of the people. Now that the 
classes are made, in some measure, dependent on one another, and 
the Government no longer uses all its power to secure the adverse 
possession of the soil without imposing any corresponding duty, 
but has coupled that with the duty of providing for those who are 
on the soil, it should interfere as little as possible, and let 
landlords and tenants settle their own bargains. Though it is to 
agriculture the people must look, we cannot say that we place 
much reliance on the landlords. They have never done any thing 
for England, and we therefore expect nothing from them in Ire- 
land. But under the goad of necessity—seeing the prospect of 
having their whole substance devoured by paupers, they may, at 
least, aid the Government by giving proper leases to their 
tenants, and securing to all those who cultivate their land 
the free use and enjoyment, subject to paying them a rea- 
sonable rent, of all its produce. ‘They must now do that for 
their own sakes, though they have not hitherto done it. They 
must be sensible that they can no longer draw from Ireland their 
former incomes, and that the only method by which they can es- 
cape ruin is self-exertion and present sacrifice. We believe that 
they begin to see the necessities of their situation. We 
think, too, that other influential classes must begin to see 
that the people can only be saved for their purposes—for 
paupers will give no marriage fees—by their own exertions, 
and we expect to find in all the influential classes a determination 
to remove the obstacles that stand in the way of effectually culti- 
vating the ground. The landlords will secure the tenants their 
possessions, and the priests will help the landlords to get the 
conditions fulfilled on which they will grant leases. The people, 
we believe, will not be found unwilling to exert themselves, and 
will aid the landlords when they see the latter constrained to do 
them justice. Without an improvement in the disposition of 
landlords, priests, and people, there can be no permanent improve- 
ment in Ireland; and our present hope mainly arises from our 
belief that all classes have been taught, by sufferings, the necessity 





| of self-exertion, and are beginning to throw aside that reliance—

We may add, as a practical hint, that the present relative prices 
of corn and meat in the London and other markets of England, 
with the probability of getting large supplies of Indian corn, as 
food for cattle, from the United States, seem to indicate to the 
Irish agriculturists, as their present chief pursuit, the breeding 
and fattening of cattle, for which they possess many advantages. 





FREE TRADE ASSOCIATION OF BORDEAUX—THE 
WINE DUTIES. 
Our readers will remember, that some time ago, we published an 
extremely interesting letter, addressed to Lord John Russell, by 
the Free Trade Association of Bordeaux, on the subject of the 
wine duties, We have received from the association the following 
letter, transmitting the accompanying further statement on the 
same subject, which will be read with interest. We regret our 
space prevents our making the remarks upon this statement 
which it deserves. We shall return to the subject at a suitable 
time. We also have it in our power to publish the letters which 
that association addressed to Lord John Russell, Sir Robert 
Peel, Mr Cobden, and Dr Bowring, transmitting to these geutle- 
men copies of the annexed document. The efforts which private 
industry and commercial enterprise are thus making, to bring to- 
gether and cement the true interests of the two greatest nations 
in the world, form a striking contrast to the elements of distrust 
which disturb tae political relations of the two countries. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sir,—As secretary of the Bordeaux Free-trade Association, I take 
the liberty of addressing you this letter. 

We have to return thanks for your kindly publishing in the 
Economist, on 24th April last, our letter to Lord John Russeil, about 
the wine duties in England ; we are, indeed, most grateful for your 
remarks on our letter; they evidently produced a most beneficial 
influence in calling public attention more particularly to the subject. 

It is not without reluctance that we again advert to the same sub- 
ject. In so doing, our situation is somewhat false, because we are 
doing a thing which is not properly included in our sphere of action. 

However, we claim your indulgence in this respect ; and having, 
we think, a duty to accomplish, in contributing our utmost to the 
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success of a reform highly beneficial, in whatever light it be viewed, 
to all parties, we have deemed it requisite to overcome all hesitation. 

We beg merely to submit to your attention a few other authentic 
facts, embodied in a note annexed hereto, which prove, we conceive, 
in the mosi absolute manner, the immense extent the consumption 
of wines might attain in England, if the duties were reduced’ to a 
rational level, more in accordance with the right principles of finance 
and commerce. 

You are fully aware that such a reform could not fail to be, ina 
commercial point of view, very beneficial to England. As to its 
financial results, the greatest confidence may evidently be enter- 
tained, the past being, in this respect, a sure guarantee for the future ; 
provided, however, the duties be sufficiently reduced to totally change 
the situation in which wine stands, as an object of consumption in 
England, by placing it within the reach of every working man, in- 
stead of being, as it now is, a mere object of fashion, and a luxury. 

I address you this letter with confidence, because it seems to me 
there is a sort of brotherhood between men who, though belonging 
to different countries, all march under the banner of free-trade.

And, whatever allowance may be made for the difference there is 
between the taste and habits of the two nations, we really believe 
that it is difficult to resist the conclusion, that if wine was rendered, 
by a reform of the duties, a very cheap article, the consumption of it 
could not fail gradually to increase much, and to become even im- 
mense ; wine being, indeed, one of those things which, as most useful 
to man, Providence has allowed to be produced, at a very small cost, 
in incredible abundance. 

The produce, per acre, of vine varies very much in different parts 
of France.

Sin,—We take the liberty of transmitting to you, enclosed, a copy of the 
letter which we addressed some time ago to Lord John Russell,* and in which 
we mentioned a few facts which seemed to us calculated to prove in a conclu. 
sive manner the immense development which the wine trade between France 
and England would attain if the duties were reduced in the latter country to 
the extent which might be deemed most expedient, by competent judges, both 
in a financial and in a commercial point of view. 

We would consider it as a great favour, and possibly as very useful, if you 
would pay some attention to the facts—striking, in our opinion—which we 
have stated in our letter. 

With the same view, we beg also to annex a note, in which we mention a 
few other authentic facts tending to show what the production of wine is, and 
might be, in France, what the consumption is in the same country, and in some 
other states, and, by way of inference, what it might be in England if the 
duties were reduced sufficiently to make wine a very cheap article, within the 
reach of every working man, instead of being, as it now is, a mere object of 
luxury, kept beyond the means of even the middle classes. 

It would assuredly be very presumptuous on our part to make any attempt to 
point out the happy consequences of such a reduction of duties. No statesman 
is better able than you to comprehend them all; but certainly they would be 
both numerous and important. 

We cannot conclude, sir, without expressing to you the admiration, shared by 
all our countrymen, and more especially by our fellow citizens, for the great 
commercial reforms which you have effected in England, and which are be- 
ginning to produce the beneficial results—we had almost said the salutary reyo- 
lution—which you expected from them, with so much, and, we must add, so 


| well-placed, confidence. 


May we see, ere long, the day when France will adopt the same wise policy! 
We are struggling for it with unwavering faith in the ultimate success of our 
cause, notwithstanding the opposition of so many men whom ignorance or selfish- 
ness renders almost blind, and even incapable of seeing their true interests.

On no branch of trade have the recent difficulties, both in England and on 
the continent, told with greater effect than on that of export of sugars; and to 
no branch can we look with greater confidence for a revival than the same ; the 
harvests we have been favoured with everywhere, leading us to expect a conti- 
nued demand for this, now no longer an article of luxury, but a necessary. 
By the last accounts from Havana and Porto Rico, there remained but a 
small quantity of sugars to be shipped, an insignificant portion of which would 
call at British outports for orders, the bulk going to the Spanish and other markets, 
now 60 inadequately supplied, independent of which, the notices from our mar- 
kets were not of a character likely to encourage shipments on consignment, and 
it is to be presumed a small quantity of orders on British account remained un- 
executed. 
Of the 29,000 and odd tons of foreign remaining in London, I should expect 
more than one-half will be shipped to thecontinent; and if you will refer to 
your statements of the stocks on the continent for the years 1845, 1846, and 
1847, and also to the deliveries for export the same years, I think you will find 
that we have every reason to calculate upon a great demand, and that it is 
mainly owing to the scarcity of money that shipments from London haye not 
| already taken place to a much greater extent.

Tue following letter from a Scotch correspondent contains matter of 
deep interest to the whole body of farmers in Scotland. In England 
we fear the tenant farmer, on whose farm the game has been re- 
served by the landlord, would not be able to establish any legal de- 
mand against the landlord for damage done by an increase of game 
after the farmer's entry; but, so far as we know, the question has 
never been tried. But there was a case decided last year in the Sheriff's 
Court in Fifeshire, which seems to prove that in Scotland the 
tenant, circumstanced as our Ayrshire correspondent states him- 
self to be, is not without redress against a game preserving landlord. 
In that case a tenant of Captain Wemyss, the late member for Fife- 
shire, obtained damages against his landlord for game injury, in con- 
sequence of the game having been increased after the tenant's entry 
on his farm, in precisely the same way as in our correspondent’s 


Srr,—As your paper takes such a deep interest in the relation between landlord 
and tenant, I beg to apply for information on the following case :—In 1837, I 
took a19 years’ lease of an arable farm in this county, which, at that time, was 
not to any extent infested by game; but, shortly after my occupation, the 
landlord planted with wood about 30 acres, along one of the marshes, and his 
keeper brought large quantities of pheasant and partridge eggs, rabbits, &c., so 
that game and vermin of all sorts are nuw swarming, and my crops are fully 
one half destroyed by them, and all application for redress disregarded. Neither 
the proprietor nor any other party has shot over the ground for the last three 
years. Now I should feel obliged if you would give me—through your paper— 
information how to proceed for redress; and also to state if the tenant, in 
ordinary cases, can claim compensation from his landlord for evident damage 
and loss sustained to his crops by the preservation of game.—Your obedient

To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sir,—Knowing the importance of the subject to all concerned in business, 
and the anxiety with which the future supply of cotton to this country is re- 
garded, I have much pleasure in imparting to you some information regarding 
the growing crops in the Southern States of America, and the prospects of the 
manufacturing trade in that country generally. 

Our advices from New Orleans are to the 6th instant, and represent the 
weather as being still unfavourable for the plant, which, from continual rains, 
has grown up to weed, and become rank ; whilst complaints of the re-appearance 
of the worm in Red River and Mississippi have become more frequent. No new 
cotton had arrived in New Orleans, and it was very doubtful if the first bale 
would reach there before the Ist of September, so far were the bolls from 
maturity. Thus the crop is from four to five weeks later than last year, which 
was also a late one. ‘The same kind of weather has been experienced in Ala- 
bama; whilst from the Atlantic States the accounts are much more unfavour- 
able. Without entering into details, I am sure that I do but echo the accounts 
received by thia steamer, in saying that the crops throughout are backward and 
unpromising, and that, even with the advantage of a late fall, it is very doubt- 
ful if an average supply from this quarter will be produced ; and the quantity to 
reach England before the end of the year will be unusually small. 

The stock of American cotton in Liverpool, on 31st December, 1846, was 
270,000 bales only ; this year it will be much under that amount. 

It must be evident, therefore, if Great Britain is to continue her customary 
consumption, a high range of prices for the raw material must prevail, until the 
production once more overtakes the consumption ; the reverse at present being 
the case. 

Let us now examine the condition of the United States:—even under a di- 
minished tariff—mills continue to spring up—the demand for domestic manu- 
factures increases with the increasing population—and the general prosperity of 
the country is greater than ever before known. The consumption of cotton has 
attained a point that naturally attracts attention ; but who shall say what it will 
be ten years hence? The quantity of cotton carried up the Ohio for the mills in that 
quarter is steadily on the increase; and Cincinnati seems destined to follow the 
footsteps of Pittsburg, and become a manufacturing city ; while, if we cross the 
Allaghanies, we find the Patapscott dotted with mills which were not there a few 
years ago. Coming to the New England States, we are startled at the evidences 
of increasing production, and the gigantic scheme lately concluded by the 
wealthy Bostonians, for the erection of a new manufacturing town on the Merri- 
mac, at Hadley’s Falls, would excite our apprehensions if we did not know with 
what energy these New Englanders carry out whatever they undertake. The 
immense capital of 25,000,000 dols is subscribed, the work is already begun, and 
this rival Lowell will spring up into existence before one half the world is aware 
such a place was started. 

I therefore predict, Mr Editor, that the time will reach us, sooner than we an- 
ticipate, that the Central States themselves will consume half the cotton they 
produced ! * 

It behoves our Government to look well to the matter—that the manufacturing 
supremacy of England may preserve its importance; and, to effect this, there are 
many restrictions upon the trade, which, like the old duties on the raw material, 
will have to be removed. as

Foreign Correspondence 


From our Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, Sept. 1, 1847. 

The deep sensation which was produced by Madame de Praslin’s assassination, 
and by the murderer’s suicide, is by no means hushed ; and the complaints of the 
public were so loud, that M. Pasquier, the President of the Court of Peers, in 
the sitting of Monday last, delivered a long speech, which was a sort of justifica- 
tion of his own conduct in this affair. He declared, that the higher the station 
of the murderer, the more severe the Court of Peers would have been if he had 
not, by his death, escaped punishment. He adduced some proofs, that M. de 
Praslin had swallowed the poison on the next morning after his crime, when he 
saw that he was vehemently suspected, and overwhelming proofs told of his cul- 
pability ; thus endeavouring to establish, that none of the inquiring magistrates 
had been culpable of negligence, in giving him the facility of taking poison. 

Besides, M. Pasquier has decided that the two sittings of the Court of Peers, 
which were to remain secret, would be published ; and he caused to be printed 
and distributed, all the documents relating to this sad affair. The secret sitting 
of the Court of Peers, of August 21, is very important. M.de Boissy protested 
against the apprehension of M. de Praslin by warrant of the Chancellor, on the 
mere exhibition of the royal ordnance which convoked the Court of Peers, and 
without expecting a direct order of the court inself. M.de Boissy said it would 
be a dangerous precedent, which would deprive the peerage of one of its first 
prerogatives; a prerogative of inviolability, which it enjoys, as well as the 
royal person. 
M. Pasquier, the Chancellor, answered, that if an article of the charte had 
been violated, the government was completely innocent of this violation, which 
had taken place by his own order. He had been prompted by nobody ; he acted 
by his own convictions, and his decision was taken in consideration of the peer- 
age itself. M. Pasquier thought that the examining magistrates were wrong to 
hesitate in apprehending M. de Praslin, as soon as they were convinced of his 
culpability, through their respect for the prerogative of the peerage ; the flagrante 
delicto gives the magistrates powers which they should not have in any other cir- 
cumstance. The first step to be taken is to apprehend the supposed murderer. 

M. Pasquier declared, also, that if he had feared an escape of M. de Praslin 
he would not have waited for the arrival of the royal ordinance, and would 
have assumed the responsibility of arresting him at once, though he was a peer 
of France. 
This interpretation of the charte has been admitted by M. de Pontecoulant, 
M. de Portalis, and M. Cousin. The court of peers seems, then, to have conse- 
crated the principle of apprehending a peer of France in case of flogrante del/icto. 

Vague reports are now circulating of several other nobles who are implicated 
in serious affairs. It is said that the son of a brave and unhappy marshal under 
Napoleon, the aide-de-camp of one of our princes, and a member of the Cham- 
ber of Peers, has stabbed his sweetheart. Another deputy, a count, isin a sad 
predicament, in consequence of his wife’s death, and of her will in his favour. 
A post mortem examination has been ordered. 
Our financiers were astonished, on Monday last, to hear that the French 
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| exchequer had lowered the rate of interest of the Bons Rogaur at 84 per cent 
from two to five months; at 4 per cent from six to eleven months; and at 44 

per cent for twelve months. This piece of news had at first a favourable effect 

{ on the public securities, and a slight rally took place at the Stock Exchange. 

| But the improvement is very inconsiderable, because the lowering of the rate of 

| interest is looked upon by everybody as the forerunner of the loan. There was 

| also yesterday a report the minister of finance intended to issue next month 
new Bons Royaux, at 44 per cent, for an amount of 50 millions of frances. In- 
deed, out of the 275 millions of francs of Bons Royaux, which are actually in 
circulation, 175 millions have been laid out, and 100 millions are deposited at 
the Bank of France for the payment of the dividends which will fall due on 
September 22nd, for the 4 per cents, the 44 per cents, and the 5 per cents. 
These dividends require a sum of 75 millions of francs, and the remaining 25 
millions are necessary to the paying off of 8 millions of Bons Royaur falling due 
in September, and of 12 millions falling due in October next. 

Though this report was repeated in the best informed quarters, I doubt its 
truth, as it seems quite impossible that the Government should lower the rate of 
interest of its Bons Royaux at the very moment when it desires to make another 
important issue of them.

GENERAL SUSPENSION OF LABouR IN CoTron FAcToRIEs.—The Manchester 
papers of Wednesday contain a series of resolutions, passed at a special delegate 
meeting of operative cotton spinners of Lancashire and the neighbouring 
counties. The meeting recommended a general suspension of work “ for a few 
weeks, during the present mild and genial season, when, in consequence of the 
abundance of vegetable food, the warmth of the weather, and the possibility, in 
many instances, of finding out-door employment, the privations to which the 
operatives would be exposed would not be so severe.” “ Believing, as we do 
(says the Manchester Guardian), “ that neither the present state of the markets 
for cotton goods and yarn, nor the present or probable future supply of cotton, 
will justify a return to full employment in the factories for some time to come, 
we think that nothing can be better calculated to answer the purposes, both of 
employers and workpeople, than the entire suspension of labour which is here 
recommended.” 

PROPOSED CULTIVATION OF CoTTON IN AUSTRALIA.—The Rev. Dr Lang 
had a long audience with the Directors of the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce, on Wednesday week, to lay before them his opinions as to the eS 
of the north-eastern portion of Australia for growing cotton.

The president thanked him 
for his communication. '

EXTENSIVE CoINAGE OF COUNTERFEIT TURKISH MONEY AT BIRMINGHAM.— 
From information which came to the knowledge of the police during the last 
week it was suspected that a most extensive manufacture of Turkish coin had 
been going on in Birmingham, and yesterday week a highly respectable looking 
person, named Edward Darwin, was placed at the bar of the police court there, 
charged with the oflence. M. Zohrab, consul general of the Turkish embassy, 
was present ; and Mr James, of London, solicitor to the embassy, conducted the 
prosecution. Mr Harding, of Birmingham, defended the prisoner. Some wit- 
nesses were examined, and no defence being offered, the magistrates resolved on 
committing the prisoner to take his trial at the next Warwick assizes. There is 
every reason to believe that the disclosures made show that a regularly organised 
system of counterfeiting foreign coin was in existence. The nine casks of coin 
are said to represent about 95,000/ sterling. 

COMPLEMENTARY ADDRESSES TO SiR RorERT PeeL.—A complimentary ad- 
dress to Sir Robert Peel was presented on Wednesday evening by the inhabi- 
tants of Darlington, on the occasion of the right honourable baronet passing 
through that town on his way to Wynyard. Sir Robert arrived shortly 
after six o’clock. Mr Mewburn, the high bailiff presided, and Mr Joseph Pease 
presented the address, which had been adopted at a public meeting on Saturday 
last. The document expressed “respect and admiration of talents by which the 
country on so many important occasions had been so signally benefited’’—re- 
ferred “ with admiration to the fidelity, zeal, and ability” with which the right 
honourable baronet discharged the duties of Prime Minister, and to his “ patrio- 
tic, persevering, and successful advocacy of an enlightened policy, calculated to 
develop the immense resources and advance the general wellbeing of this great 
country.”

FRANCE, 


The King, Queen, and Princess Adelaide left the Chateau d’Euon Saturday 
morning for Paris. 

A Council of Ministers was held on Sunday at St. Cloud, at which the 
King presided. All the ministers, with the exception of M. Cunin-Gridaine, 
were present. It is reported that some important decisions were come to, 
and that attaches of the Foreign-office were sent off in the evenins for Madrid, 
Rome, Nap'es, and London. It was reported in Paris on Wednesday that the 
Cabinet Council, held on Sunday, at St. Cloud, had decided on ordering a 
part of the Mediterranean squadron to the coast of Italy, in case the Austrians 
do not evacuate Ferrara. A report prevailed that British ships had arrived 
in the Adriatic, and had disembarked troops at Ancona. This news was gene- 
rally credited, and produced a lively sensation. 

The price of bread for the first fortnight in September is fixed at 48¢ the 
kilogramme, being a reduction of 2c. Bread tickets are to be still distri- 
a - the needy, by which bread can be obtained at all the bakers for 40c 
the kilo. 





SPAIN. 

The Queen held a brilliant levee on the 24th, on the occasion of the fete of 
her sister the Duchess de Montpensier. Her Majesty presented the Duke de 
ne ae on that day with the Grand Cordon of the Order of Isabel the 
Catholic. 

It appears that Counts Pinohermeso and Revilla Gigedo had been dismissed 
by the King, to prove that he was not under the influence of the Moderado 
party. 

General Narvaez arrived at Madrid early on the 26th, but nothing has as yet 
been done with respect to the reconstruction of the ministry. 

It is said that the government had just created twenty-two new senators from 
the different political parties. 

Advices have been received from Catalonia tothe 23rd. That province con- 
tinues to be overrun by Montemolinist bands of formidable numbers. ‘The actual 
number enrolled is estimated at 7,000, but their movements are crippled by the 
want of funds and materiel. 

It is announced that the bank of San Fernando has closed the subscriptions 
for the treasury bill loan. Thirty millions of the 100 had been subscribed, 
which money goes to the bank on account of the government debt to it. The 
bank takes upon itself the issue of the remainder of the bills as it may think 
fit. The result is, that the bank is placed in a somewhat better position for the 
present ; but the Fmance Minister will have anticipated 100 millions on the 
revenue at the cost of 14 per cent, viz., 5 per cent commission and discount 
and 9 per cent interest.

By the royal mail steam ship Hibernia, we have advices from New York *° 
the 15th, and Boston to the 16th ult, 

The French steamer Missouri, which left Cherbourg on the Ist ult for New 
York, ran short of coals when 14 days out; and when near some dangerous 
shoals, not far from Hulifax, was boarded by a revenne cutter, and taken into 
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that port on the 16th ult. Having taken in a further supply of coals, she left 
for New York on the 18th. 
- The Cambria arrived at Halifax at 3 o'clock on the morning of the 17th ult, 
and proceeded the same day for Boston. 
3 Our advices from the seat of war are uninteresting. Owing to the activity of 
guerrilla parties on the route from the interior to the sea coast, communications 
of an authentic nature are cut off. It was rumoured that General Scott had 
advanced and taken posession of the city of Mexico, after an engagement in 
which he is reported to have lost 300 men. Later dates, however contradict this 
rumour. General Taylor still remained at Walnut Springs with 7,000 men. 
He would march upon San Luis as soon as reinforced with 3,000 fresh troops. 
As yet there does not seem any prospect of peace. Despatches from the Bri- 
tish Minister at Mexico are said to have reached the Legation at Washington, 
explaining the total failure of Mr Bankhead’s efforts to procure a peaceful settle- 
ment of the dispute between the two nations.

Tart’s EpinsurcH Macazine. September, 1847. Sutherland and 
Knox, Edinburgh. 
Tait this month contains an article by Mr de Quincey, still its great 
contributor, on “ Schlosser's Literary History of the Eighteenth 
Century,” which is full of literature, learning, and wit, and set 
down with knowledge and laughter the fathomless pretensions o 
German criticism. The subject is not concluded in this number ; if 
thejlatter part be as good as the first, we hope it will be translated, 
and it may open the eyes and understandings of the self-sufficient 
literati of Germany. There is, also, an affecting tale of the Hugue- 
not’s Daughter; with a chapter on Female Authors, Mrs Browning 
being the one selected, which will make that lady, deservedly, better 
known to the public ; with the usual quantity of reviews, poetry, &c, 
We must, however, quote what it says of the rejection of Mr 
Macaulay, which is still for us, and, we presume, for our readers, 
subject of great interest. We regard that as one of the most re- 
markable events of the late election, and as indicating, even more 
strongly than the election for the West Riding of Yorkshire, the in- 
dependence and thoughtfulness of the electors. Dictation, following 
dragooning, is going out of fashion, and candidates must be to the 
people the real suppliants and servants they pretend to be :— 
REJECTION OF MR MACAULAY. 

There can be no doubt that Mr Macaulay, who writes “ Lays of Rome,” and 
brilliant papers, stands far higher in the literary world than Mr Charles Cowan, 
who merely makes the paper on which they are printed. ‘The difference is all 
that exists between the boy who blows the bellows and the organist. Mr Cowan 
makes no pretensions to genius and literary talent. Mr Macaulay needs to 
make none, because his claims are freely admitted. 

& The difference between their supporters is equally remarkable. Mr Macau- 
lay’s defeat has been styled a piece of Free Church revenge; but the leading 
lawyers in the Free Church were at his back on the hustings. It has been 
called a Radical movement ; but the literary Radicals are set down on his com- 
mittee, and amongst his supporters. It has been said that the “ bray of Exeter 
Hall followed him to Edinburgh ;” and we are certain that this most unjust, 
uncourteous, and impolitic phrase lost to him many votes; but a number of the 
leading friends of Exeter Hall forgave him, and voted for his re-election. We 
have been told that the Excise Reform Association carried Mr Cowan into Par- 
liament ; but this body, however zealous, cannot account for the majority. 
They also endeavoured to carry a Conservative, who, with the support of his 
party, polled less than one-half of Mr Cowan’s votes. Then it may be said that 
the successful member instituted a careful and active canvass, continued over a 
long period ; and tius ingratiated himself into the good opinions of the electors ; 
but this is not the case, for he was later in the field than Mr Macaulay, and we 
believe did not canvass a single voter. To this point, therefore, on all ordinary 
principles, the result of the election seems inexplicable; but in our August num- 








INDIA. 

Despatches from India have arrived in anticipation of the overland mail of 
the 19th of July. The dates thus received are—from Bombay to the 19th of 
July, Calcutta to the sth, and Madras to the 10th. The dates from China are 
not later than those which had previouslyreached us via Ceylon. 

The general state of India is satisfactory 

The provinces of the Nizam, however, were not free from serious disturbances. 
There is at the same time a piece of information from Hyderabad affording mat- 
ter for congratulation— namely, that the Nizam, acting under the advice of the 
the British Resident, had abolished transit duties in his dominions. 

Tranquillity continued to prevail throughout the Punjaub. The conspiracy 
which was talked of some time back had Jost all importance. In the Hazareh, 
or mountain districts, the chiefs who had refused to submit to Gholab Singh 
had since been pacified by being again placed under the Government of 
Lahore. 

In Oude the disagreement between the King and his Wuzeer continued, and 
the unfortunate people were, of course, its victims. Colonel Richmond, the 
British Resident, had endeavoured, but in vain, to induce the King to pursue 
good courses. In short, it appears that the necessity for using coercive measures 
in that direction was becoming too manifest. 

Sir Charles Napier appeared to be desirous of quitting India, and had applied 
to the Governor General for a steamer to convey himself and his family direct 
from Kurrachee to Suez in the month of September or October. 

With regard to Scinde, it was expectcd that Mr Pringle, at present Commis- 
sioner of Revenue in the northern provinces, would succeed Sir Charles Napier, 
with the rank of Commissioner. Announcements are made of the improved 
prospects of agriculture. 

The proposal for establishing a bank at Hyderabad had been abandoned, the 
projectors not having been able to agree in their arrangements. 

Trade was depressed in Calcutta, and similar complaints are made from Bom- 
bay ; but in both places they were cheered by brighter prospects from the favour- 
able state of the crops. 

At Cabul there have been some differences between Dhost-Mahommed and the 
Persian inhabitants. 

The Governor General and the Commander-in-Chief of India remained at 
Simla, during the rainy months. They were busy in reducing the troops, so as 
to save nearly 1,000,000/ sterling per annum. 40,000 Sepoys have been removed 
from the Native army and six Koyal regiments are to be sent out of India.

Mr. Coppen’s Tour.—On the 14th of August Mr Cobden was at Konigsberg, 
whither he had gone via Stettin and Dantzic. His stay there was very short. 
He next goes to Nishni Novogorod to visit the fair, and thence to St. 
Petersburg. 

Corton FROM INDIA.—The Quintin Leitch, which arrived in Liverpool on 
Thursday week from Bombay, has on board 1,000 bales of cotton, presumed to 
be of superior quality, and grown, partly from American, and party from native 
seed, but cleaned in amore careful manner than ordinary. 

WILFUL BURNING OF AN INDIAMAN.—Considerable surprise has existed in 
the underwriter’s room at Lloyd’s, in consequence of the receipt of intelligence 
of the loss of another East India trader by fire, under circumstances that have 
justified the officers under whose command she was placed in apprehending the 
greater part of the crew on a charge of having maliciously occasioned the 
destruction of the ship. She was the Robarts, of London, part the property of 
Mesers Havisides and Co., of Cornhill, and was of nearly 1,000 tons burthen. 
She was deeply laden with cotton and other merchandize, which had been 
shipped at Calcutta, as well as a number of passengers, and was on the point of 
sailing when the calamity happened. With the exception of the officers, the 
crew were composed of Lascars, nearly 70 in number; and here it is proper to 
mention, that in all instances where they are engaged to navigate a vessel, whe- 
ther to England or elsewhere, they are entitled by the laws of that country to 
six mouths’ pay in advance. This has led to the disasters spoken of; the Las- 
cars firing the ships to defraud the owners of their services. The men who 
were charged with setting fire to the ship have undergone an examination, and 
are remanded. The result of the second day’s examination has not yet been 
received. The loss of the vessel and cargo is said to exceed 30,0001. It is covered 
by insurances.

be mortified by the results of more than one election, if they persisted in their 
perpetually intermeddling with, and dictating to, constituencies. In provincial 
towns, the same tendency to choose for, and dictate to, the electors, which has 
long existed in Edinburgh, had been iaanifested. Repeatedly during the recent 
elections it has appeared that Provost so-and-so, with one or two satellite Bai- 
lies, have been to London, as witnesses on a railway committee, and made, asan 
additional piece of business, an arrangement for the borough.

Even parties who thought they were 
acting patriotism, in their anxiety to avoid the Whig snare, instead of calling a 
meeting of electors to consider by whom they would be represented, actually 
wrote off to Manchester for a man. And their Manchester correspondents—the 
debris, we believe, of the triumphant and dissolved league —instead of replying 
that they would not aid in a hole-and-corner sale of a constituency, furnished the 
man in this, as they may have done in other cases. In Edinburgh the electors 
rebelled against the dictation of a small, though “respectable,” Whig coterie. 
They selected one of themselves, and left their ‘natural leaders” to learn the 
amount of their own inherent strength. They chose a representative whom they 
trusted, and rejected one whose brilliancy was his chief recommendation. Mr 
Macaulay is a victim to the anti-pledge-giving mania. He stood out for the dig- 
nity of his calling. He would neither tell the electors what he would think one, 
two, or three years hence, nor promise to resign his seat if he thought differ- 
ently then from the opinions that he had now formed. The question was the 
probable endowment of the Roman Catholic priesthood in Ireland. At present 
Mr Macaulay was opposed rather tothat measure. Hereafter his views might, 
as he confessed, be changed. He could not, therefore, pledge himself always to 
oppose this contemplated step. It might possibly be presented to him in a shape 
that would alter his present convictions. The course in that case was clear. 
He should have intimated his willinguess to resign whenever his opinions on 
that topic should be decidedly changed. He refused to make this concession. 
He insisted on the dignity of representation, and the right of the representative 
to deliberate and consider a topic on which the electors had already decided. 
The false grounds taken by Mr Macaulay left the majority of his a 
without an alternative, unless they were to become their representative's s¢ - 
They were bound to refuse a renewal of his trust, or be disgraced.

Looking only to the state of the Bank accounts of last week, 
and again to those published this day, both showiug a consi- 
derable decrease of bullion (together 138,145/), it would be im- 
possible to suggest any grounJ of defence for the course taken 
by the Bauk on Thursday in reducing the rate of interest on 
advances to the 14th of October from 5} to 5 per cent, and espe- 
cially in the face of an increase of securities, as shown by the 
above accounts, of 669,842/. We must, however, warn the public— 
if the accounts published are not of themselves a sufficient warn- 
ing—unot to accept this act on the part of the Bank as a symptom 
of am easier money market. The act of the Bank is to be ac- 
counted for by a practice to which we have often before alluded, 
and which in itself, under ordinary circumstances, is perfectly 
consistent with a prudent management of the Bank business and 
the interests of the public. As the quarter proceeds after the 
payment of the dividends, the public deposits increase, until 
towards the close of the quarter they become very large, in 
anticipation of the following dividends. So large a sum of 
money as those deposits represent, collected and withheld from 
the public fora month, might be a great inconvenience, and, to 
say the least, an unnecessary lock-up of capital. In order to 
obviate this, it has been the practice for many years, of the 
Bank, to adopt the following plan, for advancing which, in 
reality, may be called the dividends due the following 
quarter. The Government collect their revenue during the 
quarter from the public, a large portion of which is again 
returned to the public in the shape of dividends on a given 
day. In order to prevent the inconvenience of withholding so 
large a sum from the public for five or six weeks before the divi- 
dends are paid, as these collections of taxes amount to, the Bank 
has been in the habit of making advances on approved securities, 
repayable immediately after the following dividends are due, 
during the preceding five or six weeks, at a lower rate of ine 
terest than they charge for the discount of bills of exchange. 
It was in pursuance of this practice that the rate of interest was 
reduced in March last on loans repayable on the 16th of April; 
and it was in pursuance of this practice that the reduction on 
advances, to be repaid on the 14th of October, was made on 
Thursday. We cannot, however, help thinking that the 
Bank would have acted with greater prudence in both cases 
had they foregone the usual practice in both these cases— 
when it is certain that the slightest relaxation of the rate of 
interest will act prejudicially on the exchanges, and further 
weaken the condition of the Bank. The theory upon which 
this practice is founded, and in ordinary times it is perfectly 
correct, is, that those brokers or bankers who avail themselves 
of the temporary loans offered bythe Bank, are able to replace 
them by means of the dividends received on account of the 
publie from the Bank at the time such loans are repayable. 
It is, however, much to be doubted if the Bank could not have 
easily found employment for as|much of their reserve as it is 
prudent to part wih, without this temporary relaxation, which, 
as on former occasions, may only lead to the necessity of more 
striagent measures hereafter. The railway calls for the month 
already amount to 3,411,000/, and every facility offered to ren- 
der money easier, will only encourage to an increase of these 
calls, anda rise in the price of securities, which will tend to 
draw capital abroad, and lower the exchanges—which effect has 
oe been found to-day to follow the act of the Bank yes- 
terday. 

There is a rumour prevalent that the Bank of France intends 
to reduce its rate of discount from five to four per cent. We can 
quite understand how convenient it would be for the French Gu- 
vernment, in order that the loan about to be brought out may be 
taken on more favourable terms, that the bank should have recourse 
to such a step; but we will not believe, until we see it done, 
that any minister of France will be weak enough to make 
such an attempt at the present momeut; and less, that so able a 
man as the Count D’Argout unquestionably is, will countenance 
so fatal anerror.

At 
Greenock, the failure of Messrs Gray and Roxburghs, for a con- 
siderable amount, has caused some excitement. The firm was 
extensively engaged in the American timber and provision trade. 
At Liverpool, the house of Messrs J. and C. Kirkpatrick, engaged 
in the American provision trade, has also suspended payment : the 
liabilities are stated at 60,000/. There are i two other failures 
of a very small amount in Liverpool. In Paris, the house of Roux 
and Co., largely engaged in the South American trade, has failed : 
the liabilities are stated to be upwards of 200,000/. Among the 
creditors, an eminent London firm is put down for a very large 
sum; but we are glad to understand that they are nearly, if not 
entirely, covered by securities in hand. Letters from St Peters- 
burg mention the stoppagé of J. H. Barthlength, in consequence 
of bills returned from this country. The ultimate effects 
which may result from the large failures in this country during 
the last month, in the United States, and the continental markets, 
is the chief remaining cause of uneasiness. 

The continued favourable reports of the progress of the har- 
vest, and the improved yield of the grain, as far as it has been 
ascertained, even in those districts where its quality was most 
doubted, added to a continuance of imports, have had a further 
depressing effect on prices. But to-day at Mark-lane there was 
a better feeling; and though English wheat is quoted rather 
lower, yet some parcels of foreign wheat sold for prices which 
could not be obtained on Monday. A cargo of wheat, for which 
453 was the highest price offered on Monday, sold to day at 
463 6d per quarter. Some fine Dantzig wheat was also bought 
to-day ata little under 503 for France, as well as 1000 barrels 
of very fine American flour at 25s for the same market. The 
accounts regarding the potato crop are still contradictory. Our 
own investigation leads us to the following result:—The crop 
of early potatoes has been the most prolific known for many 
years, and ‘here has been liitle or no disease found in the bulb. 
The use of these has tended very greatly to diminish the con- 
sumption of flour and bread. With regird to the late potatoes, 
the disease has almost universally attacked them; but as yet 
the stalks on'y are attacked to any extent; very few cases of 
actual rot having been seen in the bulb iself. The destruction 
of the stalk has, however, prematurely siopped the growth 
the potato, and the crop of late potatoes, even where 
good, will be extremely small. It is, however, generally feared 
that as soon as we have rain, the disease will spread from the 
sta:ks to the bulb. It should, however, be borne in mind, that 
unripe potatoes have been observed to withstand the disease ; 
better than those which are fully :ipe. The accounis which we 
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receive from Ireland, which are entitled to the highest credit, 
me.tion that it is feared that the first wet weather wall complete 
the destruction of the late potatoes. It is, however, now ascer- 
tained that the breadth of potato cultivation in Ireland, in the 
present year, is only one-fourth of the usual quantity; so that 
it is not of such great consequence. Meantime, they are being 
consumed rapidly at present, owing to the want of confidence 
that they will keep. The grain crops in Ireland are turning 
out extremely good; but it is becoming a serious question with 
the farmers there, what they will do with the immense quanti- 
ties of turnips plaated this year, as_ live stock is extremely 
scarce, a large portion having been killed last year owing to the 
absence of feed. 

The American accounts contain nothing new of importance. 
The grain crops are all reported as good, except the wheat in 
some districts, where it is unquestionably short. The exports 
from the United States to Great Britain and Ireland, from tae 
Ist of Sept. 1846, to the 10th of August, 1847, had been :—

At the sailing of the steamer the market was very unsteady, 
but the disposition for prices to fail had been much checked by 
a demand for home consumption. The stocks on the market 
were not large, being no more than were sufficient for home 
use, except of sour floor, of which the stocks were considerable 
in some of the ports, especially in New Orleans, where it was 
offered as low as three dollars per barrel. Indian corn was 
offered at 40 cents, and wheat at 80 cents per bushel, being 
equal to 16s and 32s respectively per quarter, on the spot. 
Freights at New York had fallen to from 2s to 2s 6d per barrel 
for flour (having been as high as 8s) to Liverpool, and 3s to 
3s 6d to London. Wheat was taken as low as 10d per bushel 
(6s 8d per quarter), Cotton to Liverpool was }d to 5-16d per 
lb for square bales.

The Board of Trade tables, (brought down to the 5th instant) 
which we publish this day, are in their main features similar to 
the accounts applying to the first six months, recently published.

We may, however, remark thet 
the exports of manufactures show a considerable increase on the 
month (about 700,000/), making the exports of the present year 
amount to 30,456,695/, against 29,381,720/ in the same period of 
1846; but the amount is still less than in 1845.

| . With the exception of the iron districts, the accounts from 
| the country all continue bad. In the cotton districts a further 


general reduction of the hours of work has taken place, and every 
means are being used to reduce the production to correspond 
with the lessened supply of cotton. The effect, however, of this 
necessary step is acting most prejudicially upon the condition 
of the labouring classes ; and, unhappily, there appears no means 
at present by which an improvement can be looked for within 
any reasonable time. 

The state of the colonial markets during the week has not been 
satisfactory. ‘The better feeling which we noticed last week, an 
having made its appearance, especially with respect to the articles 
of sugar, has disappeared during the present week, and although a 
considerable quantity of business has been transacted, prices have 
been barely maintained ; and the public sales have gone off without 
spirit, and at lower rates. The sales of the week have been 
1,660 hhds of West India, without much change of price. On 
some sorts at public sale, especially from low qualities of Mauritius, 
a reduction of 6d to 1s per ewt has beeu submitted to. In 
coffee the business has not been extensive, and prices are without 
any material change. The Board of Trade Tables show a slight 
decline of consumption in the month ending August 5th.

THE supplies during the past month amounted to 104,000 bales. 
‘The deliveries were—-for home use, 89,000 bales; for export, 20,000 
bales. The stocks, therefore, are not much altered. ‘The deficiency

Tue deliveries from the London warehouses during the month of 


August were as follows :—For home consumption, 1,205 chests ; for 
export, 3,277 chests ; total, 4,482 chests, against 4,061 chests in Au- 
gust, 1846; 4,098 chests in 1845, and 5,051 chests in 1844. Our en- 
tire stock on the Ist of September amounted to 34,413 chests, of 
which about 13,500 chests are in first, and about 20,913 chests in 
second hands, and consisted of 26,766 chests Bengal, &c., and 7,647 
chests Madras and Kurpah, against 29,072 chests Bengal, &c., and 
8,813 chests Madras and Kurpah on the Ist of September, 1846.

The whole extent of the indigo trade this year, judging from the 
eneral view which our market affords, appears about the same as it 
1as been on an average during the last three years, and the above ta- 

ble furnishes some evidence confirmatory of this view, which is fur- 
ther strengthened by the accounts received from other countries 
where indigo is consumed. It is probable, therefore, that no actual 
decrease of consumption has taken place during the last six or nine 
months, taking the whole of Europe and America together—though 
in a few districts we may find that the returns show a decided falling 
oft. In this country, for instance, as well as in Germany, less has been 
taken; but in America and Russia we have the symptoms of a gradu- 
ally increasing consumption. 

Our present stocks are still large, nearly reaching the average of 
the last three years. ‘The arrivals expected from the present period 
to April, 1848, of indigo out of the crops of late years, are estimated 
at about 5,000 chests from Calcutta, and at not much less than 4,000 
chests of Madras and Kurpah. Adding these supplies to the stock 
now on hand, and judging from the experience of former years, as well 
as from present np re er with regard to the total deliveries till 
epring 1848, we find that in all probability the stocks will then, before 

e commencement of the arrivals for 1848, not be much less than 
30,000 chests, and therefore, without those new supplies, sufficient for 
the requirements from London of a twelvemonth. 

The next quarterly sales are fixed for the 12th of October, prompt 
15th January, 1848. There being now in first hands a quantity of up- 
wards of 13,000 chests of all sorts, a small sale cannot be expected. 

Transactions in indigo have of late been very trifling. Weare, 
however, not aware that importers are willing to sell below the prices 
established in the last July sales, nor do we find any inclination to 
speculate in indigo.

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 





There was a fair quantity of wheat offered at Mark lane on Monday by 
land carriage samples from Essex and Kent, consisting principally of this 
year’s growth. The trade was dull, and the millers took only small parcels 
for present wants, at areduction of 43 to 53 per qr from the rates of that day 
se’nnight. The importations of foreign were good, and amounted to 28,678 
qrs; they consisted of 3,150 from Alexandria, 500 from Archangel, 450 from 
Dantzic, 1,900 from Galatz, 1,260 from Ibrail, 680 from Launceston, 2,475 
from Malta, 6,175 from Marseilles, 3,998 from New York, 4,125 from Odessa, 
730 from Petersburg, 935 from Riga, and 2,300 from Varna; the demand was 
slow at 2s to 38 perqrdecline. The arrivals of flour consisted of 2,812 sacks 
coastwise, 3,508 sacks per Eastern Counties railway, and 14,492 bris of foreign, 
principally from America; town made was put down 4s per eack, the top 

uotation being 478 per sack; ship marks declined 2 to 38 per sack, and 
oreign 1s to 2s per bri. The show of barley was small, still prices were re- 
duced 2s per qr, but old parcels were not lower. Of beans and peas, the 
quantity on sale was very limited, and former terms were maintained. The 
supplies of oats were 672 yrs coastwise, 170 from Scotland, 933 from Ireland, 
2,300 from Canada, and 27,467 from European ports, the transactions were 
to a moderate extent, at 1s per qr under the terms of the previous Monday. 
Owing to the unfavourable reports respecting the potato crop, there was 
more inquiry for Indian corn, but holders refused to accept former rates, and 
the business done was unimportant. 


The arrivals of wheat at Liverpool, consisted of 310 qrs from Ireland, 508 
from Canada, 16,424 from the United States, and 12,246 from European ports. 
At Tuesday’s market there wasa good attendance of both town and country 
buyers, still holders were pressing sellers, and prices declined 4d to 6d per 
70lbs from the rates of that day se’nnight for the best pafcels, and 6d to 8d 
for all other descriptions, without much busiaess being done. The supplies 
of flour were 616 sacks and 1,289 bris from Ireland, 43 sacks coast wise, 
5,507 bris from Canada, and 85,026 bils from the United States, for which 
there was a fair demand at a reduction of 1s to 1s 64 per bri ; prime westerns 
were scarce and commanded 25s 6d to 263 per barrel. Oats were 4d per 
45lbs cheaper ; most of the Irish was of this year’s growth, the quality gene- 
rally superior to that of the preceding year; the prices were from 3s to 33 3d per 
45\bs. Beans were 1s per qr cheaper, whilst peas supported fully former 
terms. The imports of Indian corn amounted to 41,447 qrs; still the demand 
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was extensive for feeding purposes and for shipment to Ireland; for all 
descriptions fully the rates of that day se’nnight were maintained. Indian 
corn meal realised 15s per bri. 

The arrivals of wheat at Leeds were limited, still the demand was very 
slow,at a reduction of 3s to 43 per qr from last week’s prices. Oats declined 
1d per stone, whilst beans were dull and rather lower. 

The fresh arrivals of English grain at Mark lane, on Wednesday, were 
small, but of foreign wheat, oats, and flour, the imports were large, witha 
moderately fair quantity of barley. The wheat trade was slow, but fine 
qualities supported Monday’s currency. There was no change either in the 
value or demand for barley, beans, or peas. A fair sale was experienced 
for oats at previous rates. 

The arrivals at Glasgow were to a fair extent, as well coastwi-se as from 
abroad: at the market there was a good attendance of buyers, who directed 
their attention principally to flour, and which met a fair sale, at a decline of 
1s to 2s per barrel; the best brands brought 27s per barrel, whilst wheat 
was taken very slowly, although 2s per boll lower. A few parcels of new 
barley, weighing 54 to 55 Ibs per bushel were held at 24s to 25s per boll of 
320 lbs. Oats were 1s to 2s cheaper; for Russian the demand was tolerably 
active at from 15s to 16s per boll, whilst oatmeal was inquired for, and new 
realised 348 to 36s per load. 

At Edinburgh the supply of wheat from the growers was moderate, which 
sold slowly at an abatement of 33 per quarter; of new several parcels were 
offered, quality various, weighing from 57 to 66 lbs per bushel; prices were 
from 40s to 67s per quarter. At Leith the arrivals of foreign were tolerably 
good, but the transactions were very trifling, at a similar reduction. Barley 
declined 2s per quarter, but there was more inquiry for the article. The 
large quantity of Russian outs offered caused prices to be further reduced 28 
per quarter, without much business being done. Beans aud peas were each 
1s to 28 per quarter lower. 

The weekly averages announced on Thursday were 60s 4d on 46,697 quar- 
ters of wheat,‘373 9d on 2017 quarters of barley, 27s 4d on 8,252 quarters of 
oats, $43 7d on 516 quarters of rye, 5333d on 1,361 quarters of beans, and 
393 11d on 568 quarters of peas. 

A fair quantity of wheat was offered at Birmingham, and all good quali- 
ties met a brisk demand, at a decline of 4s per quarter from the rates of that 
day week; old and new brought from 48s to 51s per quarter. The best par- 
cels of barley were obtained at 2s per quarter less money, but low qualities 
were quite as dear. Oats were 1s per quarter cheaper. Beans nearly main- 
tained last week’s rates. 

There was a fair supply of wheat at Bristol, principally of this year’s 
growth, which sold slowly at a reduction of 2s to 3s per quarter; average, 
493 1d on 444 quarters. In foreign the transactions were limited, at a si- 
milar abatement. Flour was obtained at 2s per sack and 1s per barrel less 
money; but very little business was done. Barley was in slow request 
at 23 to 33 per quarter under previous currency; and oats declined 1s to 
23 per quarter, as likewise foreign beans; but peas realised quite as much 
money, being scarce. 

In Mark-lane, on Friday, the fresh arrivals of English grain were small, 
but the importations of foreign wheat, oats, and flour were extensive. 
There was only a limited business transacted in wheat ; new was obtained 
at 2s per quarter under Monday’s rates, but old about supported previous 
quotations. The best qualities of flour were scarce, and commanded 
nearly former prices; but other sorts were 1s per barrel lower.

The whole line was 
expected to be completed and ready for opening by March next. The directors 
had not thought it advisable to enter at present into any contract for the lease 
of their line to any other company, the offers made not being in their opinion 
adequate to the value of the line. They had, however, entered into a contract 
with the Scottish Central for a supply of engines and carriag:s for the working 
of the line, at a rate which they had no doubt would be considered by the share- 
holders as very advantageous. The receipts up to July 31, 1847, had been 
285,300/ 9s Sd, and the expenditure 276,630/ 103 5d, leaving a balance of 
8,6691 19s 3d. The report was unanimously adopted. 


SHEFFICLD, ROTHERHAM, BARNSLEY, WAKEFIELD, HUDDERSFIELD, AND 
GooLre.—The half-yearly meeting took place on Thursday week at Wakefield, 
Mr E. B. Beaumont in the chair. The director’s report stated that, during the 
last half-year, they had proceeded with all despatch in carrying out the powers 
of their act. The value of the railway had been greatly enhanced in the course 
of the half-year, by the result of the applications made by the directors to Par- 
liament for powers to make an independent entrance into the town of Shetlield 
and Rotherham. ‘he southern terminus of this line being originally in the 
Sheffield and Rotherham line, left the company without the means of reaching 
those towns, except at great disadvantage, and hence it was sought in the last 
session to contivue the line into Sheffield and Rotherham, and to have a more 
central station at Sheffield than that which is now used by the Midland Com- 
pany. The directors succeeded in obtaining powers for this company to use the 
Sheflield and Rotherham railway and stations, and an arangement, by which the 
Midland company was bound to provide such further staticn accoramodation in 
Sheffield as the railway commissioner might determine to be necessary. In order 
the more completely to facilitate the safe working of the traffic over the Sheffield and 
Rotherham line, Parliament had directed such working to be arranged by a joint 
committee of the two companies. The South Yorkshire Company had obtained 
an act enabling them to purchase the portion of this company’s line south of the 
station at Barnsley. Such powers of purchase could not, however, by the recent 
resolution of Parliament, be exercised till one-half of the capital ofthe South 
Yorkshire, and also of this company had been paid up, The 18,000 shares, 
however, in this company, which were applicable to the formation of the southern 
portion of the railway, and now held by the directors of the South Yorkshire 
Company, would be distributed rateably amongst the shareholders in that 
company. ‘The balance-sheet for the deposits showed receipts for deposits, calls, 
&e., of 134,106/ 128 2d, which included 24,5001 deposit on the extension bill 
withdrawn, and repaid by the South Yorkshire Company. The expenditure was 
86,993/ 3s O}d, and the balance in hand, 47,113/ 98 14d.—The chairman said 
that in the present state of the money market the directors thought it would be 
imprudent to make the calls too frequently, or to proceed with the works in any 
precipitate manner ; but so far as the interests of the shareholders were concerned, 
no unnecessary delay would take place. The report was adopted. 


BouTon, BLACKBURN, CLITHEROF, AND West YorRKSHIRE.—The half- 
yearly meeting was held at Blackburn on Thursday week, Mr IT. Hornby in the 
chair. The directors, in their report, congratulated the shareholders on the 
opening of the portion of the line between Blackburn and Darwen, which was 
yielding an amount of revenue much larger than was anticipated. The number 
of passengers during the 22 days it had been opened was 24,453. The engi- 
heer’s report gave a favourable account of the progress of the works. Both re- 
ports were unanimously adopted.—The chairman stated that the directors had 
agreed to recommend the re-issue of the shares they had on hand, amounting to 
8,000. These were the last shares the company would create: having after 
them no reserved shares of any description, they would be issued as preferential 
shares, with a guarantee of 6 per cent; all old shares to have a benefit from 
them, but the preferential shares already issued to have no benetit from them. 
The resolution was agreed to. It was announced that no further call wonld 
be made during the present year on the late Blackburn, Darwen, and Bolton 
shares, and that a call—the only one for the year—of 3/ per share would be 
made next mouth on the Blackburn, Clitheroe, and North Western shares. 


OXFORD, WoRCESTER, AND WOLVERHAMPTON.—The half-yearly meeting 
was held yesterday week at Worcester, Mr F. Rufford, M.P., in the chair. The 
directors report stated that in the existing state of the money market the post- 
ponement of their undertakings was not be regarded as a subject for regret. Re- 
solutions would be proposed to confirm the forfeiture of 620 shares for the non- 
payment of calls. Half the capital authorised by the act of incorporation having 
been paid up, the company was now in a position to borrow 500,(.00l on deben- 
, tures, and authority would be asked to enable the directors to exercise this 
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power. The works were proceeding satisfactorily. The amount of receipts to 
June 30 was 684,509 193; the expenditure, 361,316 16s 3d, leaving a balance 
of 10,7427 188 34.—-On the proposition that the report be adopted, a discussion 
arose, which lasted for three hours. It would seem that an active opposition 
has been got up by the Yorkshire shareholders, under the supposition that the 
directors sold, have or rather given away, their excellent line for the paltry 
consideration of 4 per cent, whereas it will probably be made to pay 10 per cent. 
The present lease was made with the Great Western when there was no alter- 
native ; it was a bona fide transaction, and inasmuch as the act (subsequently 
obtained) confirmed all former agreements, it was as binding as though the 
agreement had been first made by the act. Resolutions were proposed authoris- 
ing the directors to use their endeavours to set aside this lease, but they fell to 
the ground, and ultimately the report, together with several resolutions neces- 


sary to carry out the various recommendations contained in that document, were 
adopted. 





BRIGHTON AND CHICHESTER.—The half-yearly meeting was held in London 
yesterday week, the Hon. Capt. G. F. Horsham in the chair. The chairman 
said that the objeet of the meeting was merely to affix the seal to the register 
of the proprietors. The balance-sheet was next presented and passed. It 
appeared that the expenditure on the Portsmouth extension up to June 30 last 
had been 293,0571, which sum had been advanced by the brighton. 





DUBLIN AND DroGHEDA.—The half-yearly meeting took place yesterday 
week in Dublin, Mr G. A. Hamilton, M.P., in the chair. The traffic report 
showed that since the last meeting the increased receipts for passengers had 
been 734/18s 10d, and for parcels, &c., 1,09017s. The whole of this increase 
arose upon the first and second class fares, and as all fares had been raised 
since last half-yearly meeting, the directors assumed this as a proof of the pro- 
priety of the alteration. Upon the third class passengers in the last hatf-year, 
as compared with the corresponding one of 1846, there had been a falling off of 
46,254. The receipts of the half year to 30th June, 1846, were 18,462/ 68 5d; 
and for 1847, to same period, 20,257/128 3d. The directors asked and obtained 
leave to borrow of the Exchequer Ioan Commissioners 36,800! for extension 
works. The dividend recommended for the half year, ending June 30, 1847, 
was 20s per old share, and 6s 8d per new share in the company’s stock. The 
reports were adopted. 


MANCHESTER, BuxTON, MATLOCK, AND MipLANDS JuncTIon.—The half- 
yearly meeting was held yesterday week in Derby, the Hon. G. H. Cavendish, 
M.P.. in the chair.

LONDONDERRY AND ENNISKILLEN.—The half-yearly meeting was held here 
yesterday week, Mr J. G. Frith in the chair. The directors’ report stated that 
the portion of the line from Londonderry.to Strabane, a distance of fifteen miles, 
was opened for traffic on the 19th of Aprillast. It has occasioned the directors 
much regret that they have been obliged to make calls beyond the amout at one 
time contemplated ; this, however, became necessary, from the great default of 
many shareholders, who, from inability to pay, could not be compelled to do so. 
Much anxiety has pervaded the board as to enforcing the payment of calls; and 
it is with satisfaction that they are able to state, that in many instances, by a 
wholesome forbearance, payments have been procured, which must otherwise 
have been lost. 817 shares for non-payment of calls have been forfeited ; this 
forfeitue is now submitted for confirmation ; at the same time they deem it just 
to state, that until these shares be sold after forfeiture, the proprietors thereof 
respectively may reclaim them by paying up the calls overdue. Notices of fore 
feitare upon a large additional number of shares have been served, but negoita- 
tions have been opened by several of the holders which it is hoped will avoid the 
necessity of having the forfeiture confirmed ; and in several cases the second and 
third calls have been paid since service of the notices. The outstanding liabili- 
ties on account of the line to Strabane amount to about 57,000/. The directors 
hope that the amount of some of the claims may be lessened ; but it cannot 
fairly be estimated that they will eventually be liquidated for a smaller sum than 
50,0001. Looking at the present state of monetary affairs, and the convenience 
of their shareholders, the directors submit the following suggestions for approval: 
—The capital is at present 500,0001, represented by 10,000 shares, of 501 each; 
of these shares 533 were forfeited at the last meeting, 817 are now submitted for 
torfeiture ; and it is believed it may be necessary to increaze this forfeiture to the 
extent of 3,000 shares, leaving 7,000 shares in the hands of responsible proprie- 
tors. The directors would therefore suggest that the line should be limited to 
Omagh, and that for the present, the portion of it between that town and En- 
niskillen should be abandoned, and the capital reduced from 500,000/ to 350,000J; 
and that this sum of 350,000/ be represented by 14,000 shares of 25/ each; and 
that each shareholder of the present capital shall, for every 501 share with 25/ 
paid up, become the holder of two shares of 25/ each, with 121 10s paid. The 
capital account is as follows:—Total receipts, 1538,231/ 1538; expenditure, 
135,394/ 138; the receipts since last half-yearly report, 23,4841 198 7d; expen- 
diture, 24,617/ 1485d. Therevenue account from April 19 to July 31 shows 
receipts at 2,049/11s 1ld; expenses at 2,0201 153; balance, 28/ 16s 11d. The 
Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, congratulated the shareholders 
on the opening of the line, but it had been so recent that there had not been 
much profit. In one instance, a holder of 800 shares had been sued and judg- 
ment obtained against him, but he had left the country. Mr Spackman said that 
the amount of the expenditure required investigation. There had been an ex- 
penditure of 138,000/ and liabilities had been incurred to the amount of 57,0004, 
making a total of 195,000/.

templated. Resolutions to the following effect were then agreed to :—That 
there should be a forfeiture of 325 shares if not paidon. That the works should 
not be extended beyond Strabane till a proposal to that effect be submitted to 
a general meeting. That the directors be requested to use the mast strenuous 
means to get the calls on shares paid, and to take such legal steps as would 
That the capital of the company be reduced to 350,000/, and 
the shares to 25/, and the line from{Armagh to Enniskilien be abandoned for the 
present, and the direetors should procure powers to effect the same. 


CorNWALL.—The half-yearly meeting was held on Thursday week at Truro,

The report stated that 
since the last meeting considerable progress had been made in the works, 
which, however, had been somewhat retarded in consequence of the delay of the 
shareholders in paying up the calls. The directors regret this the more, as it 
prevented them availing themselves of the borrowing powers of the act; and in 
order to place the company in that desirable position, it would be necessary to 
make a call of 2110s per share.

The directors recommend the early opening of the line from Lon- 
donderry to Newtown-Limayvady, and in taking means to carry it into effect 
they will be enabled to reduce the shares from 50/1 to 25 each. The progress 
of the cultivation of the Jand reclaimed from Lough Foyle fully justifies the 
opinion first entertained of ite value, and has met with the approval of the 
Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland. The total receipts have been 196,957/, 
and the expenditure 193,229/, leaving a balance in hand of 3,728/.—The chair- 
man, in moving the adoption of the report, said that in April last he had per- 
sonally inspected the works, and had every reason to be satisfied with what had 
been done. The works were of greater magnitude than had been originally 
anticipated ; but, from all he could learn, they were likely to prove most pro- 
ductive. In answer to questions, the secretary said that, up to the 31st of July,

The statement of 
account showed that there had been expended in land 312,711/, and in law and 
parliamentary expenses, 21,890/ during the past half year. There is a balance

Adjeurned Special Meeting —Mr Dobie, solicitor, read the prayer of the bill 
filed in Chancery. The purport of it was to require the restrainment of the 
directors from taking any proceedings for carrying out the sale of the lineto the 
Great Western Company: from making any purchases or entering into agree-

WATERFORD, WEXFORD, WICKLOW, AND DuBLIN.—The half-yearly meeting 
was held on Tuesday, Sir Thomas Esmonde, Bart.,in the chair.—The secretary 
read the report, which stated that the directors had pursued that course with re- 
spect to the construction of the line which they proposed at the last half-yearly 
meeting, name'y, the extension of the line to Wicklow from the junction with 
the Dublin and Kingstown railway, as well as from the junction withthe Irish 
South Eastern railway at Scurrawalsh-bridge to Wexford bay, aud to the inter- 
mediate space thence to Wicklow, which would complete the direct communica- 
tion between Dublin and Wexford and between Dublin and London, via the 
South Wales and Great Western railways. Under the powers conferred upon 
the company last session the directers commenced the undertaking between 
Kingstown and Wicklow, and about a mile of land had been presented to the 
company by the Earl of Meath. From the financial statement it appeared that 
the receipts up to the 30th of June last were 122,543 68, whilethe expenditure 
up to the same period amounted to 48,671/ 1s 3d, leaving a balance in hand of 
73,8721 48 94.—-The chairman moved the adoption of the report, and assured the 
meeting that the directors had been actuated by a desire to conform to the cir- 
cumstances of the country through which their railway was to pass.—After 
some discussion the resolution was carried unanimously. 

Taw VALE.—The half-yearly meeting was held in London on Tuesday, 
Mr Emanuel Cooper in the chair. After mentioning that the bill for the 
branches to Bideford and South Molton, and for enlarging the docks at Fre- 
mington, had received the royal assent on the 22nd of July last, the report 
stated that the works under contract at last meeting were proceeding satisfac- 
torily. The permanent way was laid down for nearly the whole of the line 
from the docks to Barnstaple, but the directors had not considered it advisable, 
under the recent circumstances of the country, to proceed very rapidly in con- 
structing the railway. The agreement for leasing the Exeter and Crediton 
line, under guarantee of the South Western Company, had been approved by 
the shareholders of the respective companies, and sealed accordingly. In con- 
formity with the agreement with the London and South Western Company, 
the directors recommended that the interest due to the 30th of June last upon 
the deposits and calls of the capital stock of the company, raised under the act 
1 Vict., cap. 27, and 8 and 9 Vict., cap. 355, should be paid, The statement of 
the accounts up to June 30 showed the receipts to have been 98,223/ 3s 4d, 
and the expenditure 81,482/ 2s 7d, leaving a balance in hand of 16,7410 03 9d. 
About 3,000/ of the calls remained unpaid. The report was adopted, and the 
following resolution agreed to :—‘ That the interest at 5 per cent., due to 30th 
June last upon the deposits and calls on the capital stock of the company, in 
pursuance of an agreement with the South Western Company, be paid on and 
after 20th September.” 

WILTs, SOMERSET, AND WeyMoutu.—The half-yearly meeting was held on 
Tuesday, at Bath, Sir A. W. Audley, Bart., in the chair. The report stated that 
one of the bills promoted by the company had received the royal assent, and, 
under its powers, the directors were now carrying into effect some improvements 
of the main line near Bruton, and of the Bathampton branch, near Bradford. 
That no embarrassment might arise in the regular prosecution of the works, the 
directors had been compelled to make calls upon the shareholders ; but whilst 
doing this they did not neglect to enforce, by every proper means in their 
power, payment of the earlier calls. In 1845 many shares had passed into the 
hands of persons who, when called upon, were found totally unable to meet their 
engagements.
